A preliminary review of the application revealed some potential issues that, if resolved 
before the first action on the merits, may result in a more complete examination. In claim 1, lines 
10 and 17 recite "a third one of said first (or second) set of orifices". Since there are two sets of 
orifices recited in opposite walls and there are only two orifices in any given wall, it is not seen 
how there can be a third orifice. Many claims (for example, claim 1, lines 14-15) recite a passage 
extending through the second valve, but there is no passage through valve 38. It is unclear what 
is meant by a "valve actuation port" (claim 6, lines 5 and 10). The above list should not be 
considered exhaustive. Applicant is encourage to carefully review the application for clarity.
